Report  of  Overseers  of"  Poor. 

(outside  poor.) 

The  out  poor  have  been  very  numerous  this  year. 
We  had  hardly  got  seated  in  office  when  we  received 
notice  that  N.  G.  Farrar  who  was  well  known  to  us,  had 
fallen  into  distress  in  the  town  of  North  Yarmouth. 
As  soon  as  it  was  practicable  we  removed  him  to  our 
alms-house,  but  not  until  a  goodly  sized  bill  had  been 
incurred  against  us. 

William  Parks,  an  inmate  of  the  alms-house  left 
there,  said  he  was  not  contented  and  asked  if  w^e  would 
allow  him  the  usual  stipend  that  we  did  to  others,  and 
that  his  relatives  would  furnish  the  rest,  he  being  a 
poor  sick  fellow  we  granted  this  request. 

Thomas  Lucas  who  has  a  settlement  in  this  town, 
required  some  assistance,  he  had  lived  in  the  family  of 
Mrs.  Susan  Dunphe  for  some  years  and  wanted  to  stay 
there,  he  is  quite  aged  and  feeble,  we  agreed  with  her 
to  keej)  and  care  for  him  for  the  usual  amount  each 
week  that  we  allow  others. 

Herbert  Todd's   divorced  wife  appeared  again' 
through  the  town  of  Eden,  we  found  that  there  was  no 
better  remedy  than  to  pay  the  bill;  we  are  in  the  soup 
with  them  and  must  take  our  medicine. 

The  last  but  not  the  least,  came  Mrs.  Flower,  for- 
merly the  widow  of  Joseph  Winslow,  a  resident  of  this 
town;  she  had  married  again  to  some  worthless  tramp 
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and  he  had  left  her.  She  wanted  us  to  furnish  her 
house  rent,  which  we  have  at  the  cost  of  four  dollars 
per  month.  We  also  have  assisted  a  Bryant  family  who 
have  their  settlement  in  East  Machias,  and  Goldrup 
family  who  have  theirs  in  the  town  of  Freeport;  we 
will  be  reimbursed  by  those  Towns.  The  following  or- 
ders have  been  drawn  for  this  account.

At  the  present  we  have  but  two  inmates  in  this  In- 
stitution viz:-  Frank  Campbell,  and  Roscoe  Wilson, 
Mrs.  Hill  reimburses  the  town  for  Wilson's  support. 

We  were  obliged  last  summer  to  take  Mary  Winslow 
there,  she  lived  only  a  few  months  when  she  passed 
away  to  the  unknown  land.  We  also  took  Ida  M. 
Gooch  there,  she  being  insane,  she  was  there  but  a  few 
weeks  when  she  died.  Her  support  will  be  paid  from 
the  Estate  of  Benjamin  R.  Gooch.

We  have  added  twenty  new  branches  the  past  year, 
and  everything  went  along  smoothly  until  the  extreme 
cold  weather  continued,  which  was  very  destructive  to 
the  water  pipes,  causing  us  much  trouble,  and  in  the 
end  it  will  be  very  expensive.  The  worst  feature  of  it 
is  the  freezing  of  the  perpendicular  mains  under  the 
stand-pipe  which  have  burst  and  are  ruined ;  new  ones 
will  have  to  be  put  in  their  places  as  soon  as  the  weath- 
er permits.  No  water  has  been  pumped  into  the  stand 
pipe  for  more  than  a  month.  We  get  the  water  now 
by  direct  pressure,  causing  the  pump  to  be  constantly 
worked.  Some  of  the  small  mains  are  frozen  on  Smith 
and  High  streets,  as  well  as  the  service  pipes  there  and 
in  other  places.  We  do  not  know  the  extent  of  the 
damage  to  them,  but  we  hope  for  the  best.

Report  of  Chief  of  Fire  Department. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1904. 

The  Dept.  consists  of  forty  men,  divided  into  two 
companies.  A  large  portion  of  them  have  served  the 
town  faithfully  for  a  number  of  years,  and  with  the 
good  management  and  training  they  have  received 
from  their  respective  foremen  they  are  now  one  of  the 
best  organized  departments  in  the  State. 

At  nearly  every  fire  we  have  had  the  past  year  each 
man  has  been  present  or  furnished  a  substitute.  This 
alone  shows  to  you  the  interest  they  take  in  doing  all 
in  their  power  to  save  your  property 

The  fire  alarm  system  has  proved  to  be  a  great  bene- 
fit to  the  town. 

A  new  hose  house  is  needed  at  Yarmouthville,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  hose  reel  and  ladder  truck 
and  a  hall  on  the  second  floor  for  the  Hose  Co.  Under 
the  present  arrangement  with  the  ladders  at  one  end 
of  the  town  and  the  hose  at  the  other  end,  it  makes  it 
very  inconvenient  and  is  apt  to  cause  a  delay  at  the 
fire  for  the  want  of  ladders.  With  the  ladders  at 
Yarmouthville  they  can  be  sent  to  any  part  of  the  town 
much  quicker  than  they  can  under  the  present  arrange- 
ment. 

The  number  of  fires  is  increasing  a  little  every  year. 
The  number  for  the  past  year  is  nine,  two  more  than 
than  the  previous  year.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


In  this  town  it  has  been  a  year  of  general  good  health, 
few  serious  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  occured. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  source  of  which  is  un- 
known, terminated  fatally,  but  no  one  contracted  the 
disease  from  this  patient. 

Only  one  report  from  Typhoid  Fever  during  the  year, 
and  this  in  the  outskirts  of  the  village,  with  resultant 
recovery. 

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  reported,  but 
they  were  of  light  form,  and  all  recovered,  proper  fu- 
migation followed. 

Seven  nuisances  have  claimed  our  attention,  of  these 
the  most  have  been  satisfactorily  remedied,  but  some 
will  be  a  perennial  source  of  trouble  until  use  is  made 
of  the  sewer  which  can  and  must  be  done  soon.

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SI  rPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  the  present  age  is  progressing 
in  every  direction.  Children  now  accept  as  a  matter  of  course 
the  many  things  which  hut  a  few  years  ago  were  looked  upon 
as  wonders.  Something  new  is  being  discovered  each  day 
about  medicine,  surgery,  steam,  electricity,  the  sciences  and 
other  things  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  standards  of  to-day 
are  higher  than  they  were  a  year  ago,  and  it  would  not  be  in 
harmony  with  the  times  if  they  did  not  change.  Not  to  change 
is  to  stand  still,  and  that  is  going  backwards  relatively.  That 
the  managements  of  schools  should  he  different  from  what  it 
was  twenty  to  forty  years  ago  is  not  strange.  It  would  be 
strange  if  it  was  otherwise.  The  endeavor  has  been  to  keep 
each  school  up  to  a  standard  ;  advance  pupils  to  higher  grades 
as  soon  as  consistent  with  their  good,  and  require  work  to  be 
done  over  when  it  was  evidently  better  for  the  future  good  of 
the  pupil  and  school. 

As  methods  are  different  and  requirements  are  more  varied, 
much  more  individual  instruction  is  needed  now  than  formerly 
especially  in  the  lower  grades.  Consequently  it  was  necessary 
to  employ  assistant  teachers  in  the  East,  Fall.s  and  Corner 
Primary  on  account  of  large  number  of  pupils.  As  a  result 
your  children  will  be  better  able  to  understand  and  absorb  the 
work  when  entering  a  higher  grade.  Quite  a  per  cent,  of  the 
lower  grades  do  not  speak  much  English  when  entering  school, 
consequently  much  more  individual  instruction  is  needed  to 
help  an  otherwise  bright  child  to  keep  up  with  his  class. 

It  may  seem  strange  to  those  who  never  visit  schools  why  an 
instructor  can  not  teach  a  school  of  fifty-five  to  sixty-five  pupils 
the  way  they  used  to  do. 

They  could,  but  no  one  wishes  the  ungraded  system  back 
again.     It  was  a  part  of  the  then  existing  conditions. 
•  The  change  in  time  has  made  the  graded  school  system,  and 
it  is  a  success.     It  costs  a  little  more  than  the  old  but  it  pays 
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for  the  extra  cost  a  hundred  fold.  The  better  instruction 
children  receive  in  the  Primary  schools  the  better  they  will  be 
able  to  do  the  work  of  the  Grammar  school  and  understand  and 
take  in  the  High  school  studies.  The  college  requirements  are 
becoming  harder,  and  more  varied  from  year  to  year,  and  in 
order  to  help  keep  the  standard  up  where  it  is  recognized  and 
accepted  by  New  England  Colleges,  the  Committee  have  pur- 
chased philosophical  and  electrical  apparatus  with  tuition  money 
which  the  town  some  years  ago  voted  could  be  used  for  these 
purposes.  The  two  experiment  tables  enables  eight  pupils  to 
work  at  once.  Pupils  are  required  to  learn  and  do  practical 
things. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  pupils  have  attended  the  High 
school  this  year,  though  the  number  registered  in  all  the  schools 
compare  very  favorably  with  any  in  the  past,  though  whooping- 
cough  has  caused  sad  inroads  on  the  attendance  of  all  the  lower 
grades  below  the  high.  The  vacancies  caused  by  resignation 
and  sickness  in  the  Island,  Falls,  East  and  Pratt  schools  were 
tilled  by  teachers  who  have  done  very  satisfactory  work. 

A  fine  eighteen  foot  flag  was  given  to  the  Grammar  school 
last  spring  as  a  result  of  a  little  labor  on  the  part  of  its  friends. 

The  citizens  of  Yarmouth  can  rest  assured  that  they  have 
had  a  successful  and  profitable  school  year,  as  a  result  of  the 
work  of  their  painstaking  and  careful  teachers. 

The  indications  are  that  the  entering  class  to  the  Grammar 
school  will  be  one  of  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
Xeeded  repairs  were  made  on  all  buildings  as  usual.  The  one 
and  all-important  undertaking  was  the  new  water  closets  in  the 
Grammar  school,  so  long  needed  and  so  much  appreciated. 
The  work  was  thoroughly  done  and  so  constructed  that  all  parts 
are  accessible.  On  account  of  the  excessive  cold  this  winter 
considerably  more  fuel  has  been  burned  than  last  year.  Coal 
has  been  used  exclusively  in  the  High  school,  woo'd  only  in  the 
Grammar  school  as  the  boiler  will  not  hold  the  steam  when 


using  coal.  The  town  ought  to  put  in  a  new  heating  system 
in  the  Falls  and  East  school. 

The  Committee  has  always  been  foremost  in  that  which  was 
for  the  future  good  of  the  schools.

Report  of  School  Committee* 

Gentlemen  : 

The  history  of  the  schools  for  the  past  year  has  been  highly 
satisfactory  in  almost  all  directions  and  needs  no  special  report 
outside  that  of  the  Superintendent  to  which  we  refer  you. 
By  the  death  of  Dr.  Purington  of  our  board  we  were  deprived 
of  the  help  and  good  counsel  of  a  thoroughly  conscientious  and 
able  man.  He  was  ever  ready  to  do  his  duty,  greatly  interested 
in  the  work  of  education,  and  his  death  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
best  interests  of  this  town.  The  vacancy  on  the  board  was 
tilled  by  the  appointment  of  James  R.  Parsons. 

The  principal  permanent  improvement  for  the  year  has  been 
placing  water-closets  in  the  basement  of  the  Grammar  school, 
toward  which  the  town  raised  $250.00  last  spring.  The 
estimated  cost  at  the  time  was  about  $500.00.  The  actual  cost 
of  the  plumbing  alone  was  much  less,  only  $370.00  but  there 
was  extra  work  in  preparing  the  basement,  two  new  flights  of 
stairs  being  necessary,  a  passage-way  across  the  cellar,  the 
cutting  through  of  the  outside  wall  for  new  windows,  a  brick 
wall  between  the  two  rooms,  cementing  the  floors  and,  last  but 
not  least,  after  the  work  was  all  tinished  a  spring  which  had 
never  been  troublesome  before,  flooded  the  floor  so  persistently 
that  it  became  necessary  to  trench  outside  the  cellar  wall  for 
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a  long  distance  and  connect  with  the  sewer,  therefore  all  of 
these  extra  expenses  raised  the  total  cost  of  the  improvements 
to  $823.75.  Deducting  $250.00  raised  from  this  amount  the 
•  town  is  now  indebted  $573.75  to  balance  this  account. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  High  school  in  which  are 
but  seven  closets  cost  $485.00  without  including  other  work, 
except  connection  with  the  sewer,  while  in  the  Grammar  there 
are  ten  closets  and  all  these  extras.  Bids  were  asked  for  and 
received,  both  for  the  plumbing  and  carpenter  work,  so  the 
town  can  rest  assured  that  the  work  was  done  as  economically 
as  possible.  The  advantage  of  having  a  practical  engineer  to 
help  plan  and  carry  out  these  changes  was  greatly  appreciated 
by  your  Committee,  also  the  work  of  the  contractors  was  done 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

At  the  adjourned  town  meeting  last  spring  your  Committee 
were  instracted*T5y  the  town  to  have  black-ash  flowed  across  the 
the  road  to  fill  the  unsightly  depression  in  front  of  the  High 
and  Grammar  school  buildings.  This  was  very  successfully 
done  and  the  lower  grounds  were  covered  to  an  average  depth 
of  two  and  one-half  feet.  This  method  saved  the  town  about 
$100.00  over  what  it  would  have  cost  to  haul,  reckoning  cartage 
at  17  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

The  town  voted  to  transfer  to  the  repair  account  $250.00,  to 
cover  this  expense,  but»  it  was  afterwards  learned  that  only 
$180.00  could  be  legally  used  for  this  purpose.  This  left  your 
Committee  with  insufficient  funds  to  cover  the  ash  and  it  was 
thought  best  to  wait  for  further  appropriation,  especially  as 
it  could  not  be  put  in  good  condition  before  spring.  It  will 
need  about  $100.00  for  this  purpose. 

The  large  number  of  scholars  from  out  of  town  in  our  High 
school  is  not  only  an  evidence  of  its  high  standing  but  has 
brought  in  quite  an  income,  especially  during  the  last  year. 
By  vote  of  the  town,  this  money  can  be  used  by  your  Committee 
for  the  purchase  of  philosophical,  chemical  or  other  necessary 
apparatus. 
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At  the  present  time,  when  electricity  is  taking  such  a  prom- 
inent part  in  the  world's  development,  and  so  many  students 
are  making  it  a  life  work,  proper  appliances  for  correct  teach- 
ing in  this  branch  of  physics  is  not  onl}r  desirable  but 
absolutely  necessary  in  a  first  class  High  school.  We  are 
happy  to  say  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  purchase  instruments 
for  this  purpose  which  will  place  our  school  second  to  none  in 
the  state  in  this  direction.  Through  the  kindness  of  the 
management  of  the  Electric  Railroad  power  will  be  furnished 
for  use  with  this  apparatus  without  expense  to  the  town.  A 
favor  which  we  should  all  greatly  appreciate. 

Considerable  extra  repairing  will  be  necessary  the  coming 
year  to  walls  and  foundations,  caused  by  the  severit}r  of  the 
winter ;  the  roofs  of  both  the  High  and  Grammar  school  build- 
ings will  need  attention  and  a  steel  ceiling  should  be  put  in  at 
least  one  of  these  buildings  during  the  present  year.  The 
school  houses  at  the  Falls  and  No.  9  need  better  heating 
facilities  and  outside  windows  and  $100.00  at  least  should  be 
expended  on  each  for  these  purposes.  The  settees  for  which 
the  town  made  an  appropriation  have  been  purchased  and  placed 
in  position  and  are  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

It  was  found  that  the  assistant  in  the  East  school  who  had 
been  employed  only  half  of  each  day,  would  be  needed  all  day  ; 
also  that  assistants  were  necessary  in  the  Corner  Sub-Primary 
and  the  Falls  Schools.  These  extra  teachers,  the  lesser  amount 
raised  for  common  schools  than  last  year,  and  the  smaller 
amount  received  from  the  state  and  the  extra  fuel  bills  because 
of  the  extreme  cold  during  the  past  winter  has  caused  a  de- 
ficiency of  about  $400.00  in  the  common  school  account. 

The  need  of  more  room  in  the  Sub-Primary  school  at  the 
Corner  to  which  your  attention  has  been  called  several  times 
before  will,  unless  conditions  change  before  another  year, 
necessitate  putting  another  story  on  one  of  the  school  buildings 
or  making  other  changes.    JThere  have  been  sixty-six  scholars 
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and  forty-eight  seats  during  the  past  year  and  they  have  been 
obliged  to  use  one  of  the  entries  as  a  recitation  room. 

Many  schools  in  the  state  both  in  city  and  country  have  been 
obliged  to  close  the  past  winter  owing  to  the  severity  of  the 
weather  but  none  of  our  schools  have  lost  a  day  on  that  account. 
This  proves  that  our  heating  systems  are  working  well  although, 
of  course,  an  extra  amount  of  fuel  was  required. 

Our  associations  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  have 
been  harmonious  and  we  thoroughly  appreciate  his  efficient 
services.

(outside  poor.) 

We  still  have  the  poor  with  us  in  about  the  same 
quantity  as  in  previous  years. 

We  still  assist  Thomas  Lucas  who  boards  with  Mrs. 
Dumphie,  same  as  last  year.  We  also  furnish  Mrs. 
Flower  with  house  rent  at  $4  00  per  month.  William 
Parks  who  had  been  helped  for  a  number  of  years, 
passed  away  last  summer.  We  still  help  Mrs.  Charles 
Stoddard  and  her  four  children  to  the  extent  of  $200 
dollars  per  year ;  it  does  seem  as  though  it  would  not 
be  very  long  before  this  amount  could  be  reduced. 

One  James  Ford  and  sister  has  been  helped  to  the 
amount  of  about  $40  00.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
locate  their  settlement  but  trust  that  a  settlement  can 
be  found  for  them  so  as  to  be  reimbursed. 

The  Bryant  family  are  with  us,  but  we  are  repaid 
from  the  town  of  East  Machias.     Freeport  still  owes 
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us  the  sum  of  $22  60  for  supplies  furnished  the  Goldrup 
family;  it  is  now  quite  time  that  it  is  paid  and  would 
advise  to  have  the  next  board  have  our  Attorney  collect 
the  bill. 

Herbert  Todd's  divorced  wife  pops  up  for  a  small 
amount  occasionally  and  is  likely  too  for  some  time  to 
come.  Cora  Farrar  from  the  town  of  Gray,  makes 
small  demands. 

The  Town  of  North  Yarmouth  appears  with  one 
Orren  Hawkes,  wife  and  family  of  a  dozen  children 
more  or  less,  of  all  sizes,  and  is  anxious  for  us  to  accept 
them,  but  as  yet  we  have  not  had  sufficient  evidence  to 
do  so.

Water  Account  and  Report. 

A  few  new  branches  have  been  added  to  this  system  during 
the  past  year,  but  we  at  this  time  cannot  say  much  in  favor 
of  the  kind  of  water  that  we  have  had  run  through  the  pipes 
during  the  past  three  months.  This  has  been  as  well  as  the 
winter  of  1903,  a  hard  one  for  the  sewer  and  water  pipes  as 
they  have  frozen  where  they  never  did  before.  They  should 
have  attention  the  coming  summer  and  put  below  any  possi- 
bility of  the  frost  getting  to  them.  The  expense  for  the  re- 
pairs and  building  the  house  around  the  upright  pipes  at  the 
standpipe  have  been  enormous.  A  committee,  called  an 
investigating  committee  of  electric  lights  and  water  supply, 
appointed  at  a  special  town  meeting  last  November,  will 
doubtless  give  us  an  exhaustive  report  on  those  questions 
and  also  tell  us  about  their  experiment  in  trying  to  get  water 
from  the  river  above  the  town  sewerage.  Doubtless  if  it 
could  have  been  obtained  from  that  source  it  would  have 
been  a  good  thing.  However  it  could  not.  therefore,  it  was 
a  failure  at  some  considerable  cost  to  the  town.  It  does 
seem  the  ill  luck  of  this  town  from  time  immemorial  to  try 
experiments  without  very  satisfactory  results.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  agent  of  the  Forest  Paper 
Company,  which  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  trouble  that 
they  have  had  in  obtaining  the  water  for  the  supply  and  how 
they  feel  about  it-

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Yarmouth, 
Yarmouth,  Maine. 

Gentlemen:1 

The  Forest  Paper  Company  wishes  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  during  excessively  cold  weather  we  are  obliged 
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to  run  our  town  water  pump  at  a  very  high  speed,  on  river 
water,  from  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  until  7  o'clock  in  the 
morning  in  order  to  keep  the  mains  full  of  water.  There  are 
faucets  enough  left  running  to  prevent  freezing,  during  these 
cold  spells,  to  use  up  all  the  water  which  the  pump  will  de- 
liver under  60  lbs.  pressure. 

Naturally  we  assume  that  after  9  o'clock  at  night  the  legit- 
imate use  of  water  should  be  very  little,  and  that  in  case  of 
pumping  all  night  we  should  fill  the  stand  pipe  and  have 
some  surplus  of  water  left  for  the  following  day.  These 
conditions,  however,  do  not  follow  this  extra  pumping  of 
river  water  nights,  on  account  of  the  excessive  waste  of  wa- 
ter to  prevent  freezing.  We  know  these  statements  to  be 
facts,  and  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  our  contract  with 
the  Town,  covering  these  points-  This  waste  of  water 
must  be  stopped  in  some  way,  or  we  must  be  reimbursed  for 
the  expense  to  us  of  all  this  extra  pumping,  and  we  do  here- 
by notify  you  that  after  Feb-  1st.,  1905,  if  the  present  condi- 
tions continue,  we  shall  make  an  extra  charge  sufficient  to 
cover  the  expense  of  pumping  water  from  9  o'clock  at  night 
to  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  provided  such  water  is  allowed 
to  go  to  waste. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  case  of  fire,  we  cannot  possibly  do  the  Town  the 
good  service  which  we  are  desirous  of  doing,  if  there  are  so 
many  faucets  left  running  as  to  require  one  pump  to  hold, 
thereby  leaving  the  efficiency  on  one  pump  alone. 

Formerly  we  pumped  an  ample  supply  in  from  9  to  12 
hours,  but  now  we  cannot  keep  the  supply  by  pumping  24 
hours,  and  the  pump  has  to  run  much  faster  at  night  than  in 
the  daytime.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

While  there  have  been  more  cases  of  contagious  di- 
seases during  the  past  year  than  usual,  the  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause  are  few  There  have  been  nine 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  none  fatal.  Nine  of  diphtheria 
with  one  fatality,  and  four  of  typhoid  fever,  with  no 
deaths  therefrom  as  yet.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
in  the  town  within  the  year  has  been  thirty  six,  with 
forty-eight  births.  We  have  been  called  in  eleven 
nuisance  cases,  and  they  have  for  the  most  part  been 
removed  or  remedied.  We  hope  an  adequate  supply 
of  good  water  may  soon  be  provided  for  all  purposes. 
To  what  extent  the  prevalent  sicknesses  of  the  town 
may  be  attributed  to  the  river  water,  is  problematical, 
but  it  has  no  doubt  contributed  its  share  to  disease.

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Report  of  Chief  of  Fire  Department. 


I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, for  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1905. 

The  Department  consists  of  two  companies  of  twenty  men 
each-  Each  company  appoints  five  men  to  handle  the  ladder 
truck. 

The  men  have  proved  themselves  to  be  good  firemen,  and 
take  an  interest  in  their  work,  of  which  we  should  be  proud. 

The  new  Hose  House  that  was  built  the  past  year,  is  of 
great  benefit  to  the  firemen  and  Town,  as  we  now  have  the 
ladder  truck  handy  to  the  stable,  and  it  is  at  the  fire  as  soon 
as  the  reels  get  there. 

The  number  of  fires  still  continue  to  increase  each  year. 
The  Department  has  responded  to  ten  alarms  the  past  year. 
The  fire  at  Willis  Brown's  was  so  far  off  there  was  no  alarm 
rung  in  and  we  would  have  been  of  little  or  no  use  by  the 
time  we  could  have  got  there. 

The  Chemical  extinguishers  we  have  are  of  great  value, 
and  have  saved  calling  the  Department  out  several  times  the 
past  year,  and  have  saved  what  might  have  been  serious  fires. 
One  is  kept  at  Griffin  &  Rogers',  one  at  William  Rowe's  and 
one  at  L.  A.  Doughty 's,  where  they  can  be  procured  at  any 
time  of  day  with  a  man  to  go  with  them. 

The  loss  of  property  for  the  past  year  is  about    $8,150  00

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Report  of  Light  and 
Water  Investigating  Committee. 

March  10,  1905. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Yarmouth, 
Gentlemen :- 

At  an  adjourned  town-meeting  held  October  15th  last,  the 
following  vote  was  passed,  and  as  many  of  you  were  not 
present,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  have  it  printed- 
Voted:  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chair 
that  shall  be  known  as  "The  Light  and  Water  Investigating 
Committee,"  whose  duties  shall  be  as  follows. 
Viz :  To  see  if  some  arrangement  cannot  be  made  with  the 
Company  now  lighting  our  streets,  or  some  other  Company 
or  individual,  whereby  a  material  reduction  in  cost  to  the 
Town  can  be  brought  about. 

To  thoroughly  investigate  the  advisability  of  the  Town's 
establishing  a  plant  of  its  own  for  generating  electricity,  to 
light  its  streets,  and  the  probable  saving  annually  to  the 
Town  by  such  action. 

To  see  if  street  lighting  and  water  pumping  can  be  com- 
bined, and  thus  reduce  the  expense  of  both  to  the  Town, 
greatly. 

To  look  up  the  Town's  water  supply  system  and  investi- 
gate the  reasons  for  the  dearth  of  water  in  the  months  of 
February  and  August  last,  with  the  probability  of  its  re- 
currence and  recommendations  for  a  remedy  if  any  can  be 
found. 

To  investigate  the  conditions  prevailing  when,  for  any 
cause,  river  water  is  allowed  to  enter  the  system  and,  if  found 
unsanitary,  to  recommend  a  remedy,  if  possible. 
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In  fact,  to  thoroughly  study  both  Light  and  Water  supply 
for  the  Town  and  suggest  anything  that  would  be  of  advan- 
tage to  the  Town,  or  its  inhabitants,  regarding  better  lights, 
better  water,  and  less  expense. 

This  Committee  to  have  its  report  printed  in  the  next  an- 
nual Town  Report,  and  for  necessary  expenses  and  time  spent 
to  be  re-imbursed  from  the  Contingent  Fund  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  thirty-five  dollars,  (35.00) 

LIGHTING. 

As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  organization  of  the  Com- 
mittee, a  communication  was  forwarded  to  the  Yarmouth 
Mfg.  Co. ,  asking  them  if  light  could  be  furnished  to  the  Town 
for  a  less  sum  than  at  present.  In  answer,  the  Company 
through  its  President,  stated  that  it  would  be  impossible  and 
that  twelve  dollars  per  light  per  year  would  be  the  minimum 
figure.  As  we  have  now  one  hundred  and  sixty  lights  in 
commission,  this  will  amount  to  ninteen  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars,  ($1,920  00),  per  year,  which  the  Town  must  raise  if 
light  is  furnished  at  this  figure  by  the  home  company. 

In  comparison  with  the  above,  we  submit  the  following 
table  as  to  cost,  ownership,  number  of  hours,  kind  of  power, 
etc.,  of  fourteen  towns  taken  at  random,  concerning  which 
nothing  was  previously  known:- 
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The  average  cost  in  the  above  towns  per  year  of  a  twenty- 
five  candle  power  light,  which  is  the  size  of  our  street  lights, 
is  seven  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  ($7.75),  compared 
with  the  $12.00  charged  by  the  home  Comany,  this  shows  an 
extra  expense  to  us  above  the  average  of  $4.25  per  light,  or 
$670.  per  year.  The  city  of  Westbrook,  which  has  the  great- 
est cost  for  street  lights  in  the  foregoing  table,  furnishes 
house  lights  for  about  one  half  the  price  charged  in  this  town. 

Inquiry  has  been  made  by  more  than  one  party  regarding 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  Yarmouth  as  a  possible  field  for 
an  out-of-town  company.  The  agent  of  one  has  stated  that 
if  allowed  to  enter  the  town  they  would  carry  out  the  follow- 
ing schedule:  viz., 

They  would  contract  with  the  Town  for  from  one  to  five 
years  and  furnish  the  same  number  of  street  lights,  running 
the  same  number  of  hours  as  at  present,  at  full  voltage,  for 
$1500.00  a  year.  For  house  lighting  they  would  furnish  an 
all  night  circuit,  also  power  for  day  use,  at  approximately 
the  following  prices.

By  examining  the  foregoing  table  and  comparing  with  our 
present  rates,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  are  being  charged  much 
above  the  average,  and,  as  another  company  is  willing  to 
furnish  the  Town  with  lights  for  $1,500  00  per  year,  we  re- 
commend that  an  amount  not  exceeding  that  be  raised  for 
this  purpose. 
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WATER. 

THE  SPRING. 
Careful  measurements  have  been  made  from  time  to  time 
during  the  winter  of  the  depth  of  water  in  the  spring  at  the 
mouth  of  the  supply  pipe,  and  as  a  result  of  the  investigations 
made  in  this  respect  we  feel  confident  that  it  will  furnish  a 
sufficient  supply  of  good  water  for  all  purposes,  for  many 
years  to  come,  except  in  the  event  of  fire  or  another  severe 
drought. 

We  fully  believe  the  shortage  of  water  the  past  winter  has 
been  caused  for  the  most  part  if  not  entirely,  by  great  waste- 
Nearly  one  hundred  faucets  have  been  kept  open  and  the 
water  has  flowed  freely  all  night  long,  the  most  of  the  winter, 
and  many  of  them  have  also  been  open  during  the  day  time 
to  prevent  freezing.  The  Spring  can  be  purchased  by  the 
Town  from  the  Forest  Paper  Co.  for  the  sum  of  ($5,000  00) 
five  thousand  dollars. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
1st.  That  all  service  pipes  which  have  caused  trouble  by 
freezing  at  any  time  during  the  past  two  winters,  be  taken 
up  and  laid  deeper  and  then  fully  protected  from  the  frost  by 
boxing  or  otherwise  so  to  prevent  any  further  trouble  of  this 
kind  in  the  future. 

METERS. 

2nd-  Meters  should  be  introduced  wherever  an  excessive 
quantity  of  water  is  required  or  being  used,  and  in  all  dwell- 
ings where  pipes  are  not  properly  protected  from  the  frost, 
provided  owners  do  not  attend  to  it  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  being  notified,  also  in  all  dwellings  where  occupants 
continue  to  waste  the  water  by  leaving  faucets  partially  open, 
or  there  is  found  by  the  inspector  to  be  unreasonable  waste  on 
account  of  leaky  fixtures. 

RIVER  WATER. 
8rd     For  the  purpose  of  supplying  better  river  water  than 
we  are  now  obtaining,  whenever  for  any  reason  it  is  neces. 
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sary  to  pump  water  from  the  river  into  our  water  works  sys- 
tem, we  recommend  that  a  pipe  be  run  to  take  water  from 
the  river  at  the  most  advantageous  point  between  the  G.  T. 
Ry.  bridge  and  the  Shoe  Factory,  and  connected  with  the 
supply  pipe  form  the  spring,  at  the  nearest  point  between  the 
Railway  and  the  pumps  of  the  Forest  Paper  Co.  The  pipe 
recently  purchased  by  the  Town  and  laid  above  Barbour's 
Creek,  could  be  utilized  for  this  purpose. 

FOREST  PAPER  COMPANY. 
For  the  purpose  of  being  prepared  to  carry  out  its  contract 
to  do  the  pumping  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
Water  Works  by  the  Town,  two  large  steam  pumps  were  in- 
stalled by  the  Forest  Paper  Co.  one  a  Deane  Compound  Du- 
plex and  the  other  a  Blake  Co.,  each  having  a  capacity  of 
neary  half  a  million  gallons  every  twenty-four  hours. 

The  Company  is  therefore  well  equipped  to  pump  all  the 
water  required  by  the  town  with  either  pump,  and  having 
great  boilers  always  fired  up  and  under  high  pressure  steam 
is  always  prepared  to  run  them  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night 
through  the  entire  year,  and  in  the  event  of  fire  a  full  head 
of  steam  could  be  turned  on  immediately  and  these  two  power- 
ful pumps  run  to  their  full  capacity- 
Provided  the  Forest  Poper  Co-  continue  to  do  the  pumping 
for  the  town  for  quite  a  term  of  years,  the  supply  pipe  run- 
ning from  the  spring  to  the  pumps  of  said  Company,  should 
be  taken  up,  or  a  portion  of  it  and  relaid-  This  pipe  should  be 
laid  as  nearly  as  it  is  practical  to  do  so  in  the  manner  of  lay- 
ing a  sewer,  that  is  with  a  true  grade,  and  if  possible  so  that 
it  will  not  have  any  air  pockets  and  will  permit  the  water 
entering  the  mouth  of  the  pipe  at  the  spring  to  flow  freely 
and  unobstructed  to  the  pumps.  The  joints  should  be  well 
calked  with  lead  and  made  as  nearly  air  tight  as  possible. 

STAND  PIPE. 
The  stand  pipe  should  be  flushed  by  the  Forest  Paper  Co. 
by  causing  the  water  to  flow  freely  over  the  top  at  least  once 
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each  month  during  the  warm  months  and  occasionally  during 
the  rest  of  the  year. 

To  carry  out  such  of  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee  as 
may  be  accepted  by  the  Town  we  further  recommend  that 
this  committee  be  continued  or  another  appointed.  Said 
committee  to  have  charge  of  all  extensions  repairs  and  im- 
provements, the  introduction  and  connecting  of  meters,  au- 
thority to  fix  meter  rates,  also  to  employ  a  Supt.  or  inspector 
who  shall  be  paid  per  diem  when  employed,  and  to  have  the 
management  generally  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  water 
works  system,  and  to  serve  without  pay.  The  water  rates 
to  be  collected  by  the  town  collector  as  heretofore. 

We  further  suggest  that  said  committee  consist  of  5  mem- 
bers to  be  known  as  Water  Commissioners  and  in  the  first 
instance  to  be  appointed  or  elected  to  serve  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5, 
years  respectively.  Any  vacancy  caused  by  death  or  other- 
wise to  be  filled  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  town. 

The  committee  has  not  drawn  upon  the  $35  00  appropria- 
ted for  its  use  and  no  expense  has  been  incurred  except  about 
$2  00  paid  for  postage.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


In  compliance  with  the  statutes  requiring  the  superintendent 
to  make  an  annual  report  concerning  the  conditions  of  the 
schools,  the  proficiency  made  by  the  pupils,  and  the  success 
attending  the  modes  of  instruction  and  government,  I  beg  to 
submit  the  following  : 

The  spring  term  of  all  our  schools  opened  with  nearly  the 
same  teaching  force  as  employed  during  rthe  previous  year, 
the  election  of  one  teacher  and  two  assistants  only  being 
necessary  to  fill  vacancies  made  by  resignations.  One  vacancy 
occurred  during  the  term  by  reason  of  sickness,  and  all  were 
filled  by  the  choice  of  local  teachers.  Quite  a  large  majority 
of  our  teachers  having  been  employed  successfully  in  our 
schools  for  seven  or  more  consecutive  years,  and  several  of 
the  others  for  terms  ranging  from  two  to  four  years,  it  would 
not  be  expected  that  any  very  material  change  in  results  ac- 
complished would  be  observable.  The  schools  were  in  good 
condition,  no  sickness  occurred,  and  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  average  attendance  over  the  corresponding  term  of  the 
previous  year.  An  extra  w^eek  was  taught  at  the  Pratt  school, 
to  make  up  for  the  preceding  winter  term  of  eight  weeks.  At 
the  close  of  the  spring  term  a  class  of  sixteen  students  gradu- 
ated from  the  high  school,  and  thirty  pupils  completed  the 
grammar  course.  All  passed  a  very  satisfactory  examination 
and  averaged  high  in  rank.  Twenty-six  of  the  grammar 
graduates  entered  the  high  school  the  following  term. 

At  the  June  examination  forty-eight  candidates  for  the 
grammar  grade  were  tested  and  thirty-three  were  passed  ;  of 
the  remaining  fifteen,  all  but  two  failed  in  number  work  only, 
and  of  those,  six  were  passed  at  the  fall  examination.  Eight

other  candidates  were  examined  at  the  opening  of  the  fall 
term  and  five  passed,  making  an  entering  class  of  forty-four, 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  spring  term  ends  the  teacher's  school  year,  and  several 
vacancies  occurred.  The  two  assistants  at  the  high  school,  who 
had  been  doing  very  satisfactory  work  for  two  years,  resigned, 
having  obtained  positions  with  higher  remuneration  for  their 
services,  and  one  primary  teacher  left  us  for  the  same  reason. 
The  School  Board  by  majority  vote  decided  to  employ  a  new 
principal  at  the  grammar  school,  and  the  first  assistant  re- 
signed. These  two  teachers  in  their  respective  positions  had 
been  identified  with  the  school  for  seven  years,  which  fact 
alone  is  sufficient  testimony  to  their  ability  and  excellence,  if 
any  were  needed. 

The  vacancies  above  mentioned  being  filled,  the  fall  and 
winter  terms  were  taught  with  but  little  change  in  the  person- 
nel of  the  teaching  force.  At  the  grammar  school  the  second 
assistant  was  promoted  to  charge  of  the  C  class  room,  where 
she  has  performed  her  work  with  marked  ability  and  effect. 
Of  the  new  teachers  employed,  the  principal,  a  graduate  of 
Gorham  Normal  School,  '97,  came  to  us  with  high  recommenda_ 
tion  as  to  scholarship,  and  ability  as  an  instructor  and  disci- 
plinarian, and  the  second  assistant  also,  who  holds  a  State 
certificate,  came  with  equally  excellent  recommendation  for 
her  position.  These  two  teachers  have  devoted  their  best 
energies  to  their  work,  and  have  fulfilled  the  highest  expecta- 
tions of  your  superintendent. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  for  last 
year  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  while  two-fifths  of  the 
pupils  of  our  common  schools  should  be  in  the  grammar 
grades,  the  statistics  showed  that  the  average  is  but  little 
more  than  one-fifth  pursuing  grammar  studies.  We  may  con- 
gratulate ourselves  on  the  fact  that  even  during  such  an  un- 
favorable year  as  the  past,  our  grammar  school  is  above  the 
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average,  more  than  three-tenths  of  our  scholars  being  reg- 
istered therein. 

Gratifying  advancement  has  been  made  in  the  primary 
schools,  and  under  the  circumstances  the  attendance  has  been 
very  good.  At  the  Falls  School  during  the  fall  term,  whoop- 
ing cough,  and  finally  a  case  of  diphtheria,  cut  down  the  attend- 
ance considerably,  and  during  the  Fall  and  Winter  Terms 
isolated  cases  of  diphtheria  caused  the  closing  of  several  other 
schools  at  different  periods  for  a  few  days.  In  nearly  every 
school  the  time  lost  was  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  term 
proper. 

Profiting  by  the  development  at  the  June  examination, 
more  attention  has  been  given  to  arithmetic  in  all  the  primary 
schools,  and  mental  text  books  have  been  in  use  in  all  the 
grades  of  the  grammar  school.  In  two  of  the  primary  schools 
a  graded  arithmetic  was  introduced  on  trial  during  the  fall  and 
winter  terms,  and  the  result  has  justified  the  experiment. 
Graded  arithmetics  should  be  adopted  for  our  primary  schools 
'  at  least,  the  change  would  be  of  great  benefit,  and  the  expense 
but  little  more  than  to  replace  the  old  and  worn,  as  now  in 
practice  each  year.  A  new  Language  book  was  also  introduced 
in  one  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  should  be 
provided  in  all  the  primary  schools  the  coming  year. 

A  round  hand  Medial  Slant  System  of  Penmanship  was 
adopted  during  the  year  in  place  of  the  Vertical,  which  had 
been  formerly  taught  with  the  result  that  a  great  majority  of 
the  pupils  write  "back  handed".  Neither  this  style  nor  the 
vertical  is  desirable  in  practical  business.  In  the  high  school 
the  Medial  is  as  heretofore  employed  in  the  business  forms 
connected  with  the  Bookkeeping  Course,  and  thus  the  system 
has  become  uniform  in  all  grades. 

In  the  high  school  the  attendance  has  been  large  and 
uniform  throughout  the  year  and  the  work  being  done  there  is 
fully  up  to  the  average  of  that  school.    Endeavor  has  been

made  to  have  the  course  of  study  conform  to  the  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  those  who 
will  take  no  further  course  of  study,  with  a  practical  education 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  good  American  citizenship.  Several 
of  the  graduates  are  now  pursuing  courses  of  study  in  the 
different  colleges  of  New  England  and  are  doing  a  high  grade 
of  work,  and  several  of  the  present  students  are  completing 
the  college  preparatory  work  in  the  different  courses.  The 
physical  apparatus  provided  for  the  laboratory  last  year  enables 
students  to  successfully  meet  the  requirements  of  the  scientific 
schools,  and  materially  assists  in  one  of  the  most  popular 
courses  of  our  high  school. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  assistance  of  the  members  of  the  School  Board  and 
many  others,  during  the  year  past.  As  a  compromise  of  the 
situation  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  accept  the  superintendency 
for  the  year,  and  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to 
perform  the  important  duties  of  the  position.  I  hope  and 
trust  that  my  successor  will  not  find  that  the  interests  of  our 
schools  have  materially  suffered  during  the  period  of  my 
service.

Gentlemen: — Your  School  Committee  organized  the  first 
-of  the  year  and  unanimousley  elected  W.  B.  Allen,  Superin- 
tendent, who  has  faithfuly  performed  his  duties.  His  report 
sets  forth  in  a  clear  manner  the  expenditures  of  his  office  and 
the  progress  of  our  schools. 

We  had  the  Central  School  grounds  surveyed  in  the  spring. 
We  advertised  for  bids  for  the  grading,  Mr.  Joseph  McKearney 
was  awarded  the  contract  at  $99.00  and  he  completed  the  work 
for  that  sum.  A  new  stove  was  placed  in  the  East  School  and 
some  other  needed  repairs  made.  This  house  is  in  very  good 
condition  except  the  floor.  All  of  the  others  have  received 
"such  attention  as  was  necessary. 

The  usual  minor  repairs  will  be  needed  on  the  various 
schoolhouses  the  coming  year.  The  Ledge  schoolhouse  must 
be  shingled,  and  a  hard  wood  floor  should  be  placed  in  the 
East  schoolhouse. 

The  side  door  in  the  basement  of  the  high  school  on  the 
north  side  should  be  removed  and  that  part  of  the  building 
should  be  underpinned  and  dirt  filled  in  to  keep  the  frost 
from  throwing  the  building  out  of  shape  every  winter.  The 
foundation  has  become  cracked  and  there  is  trouble  in  closing 
the  doors  on  that  side. 

Your  Committee  advise  that  a  new  boiler  be  procured  for 
the  grammar  school  and  put  in  place  this  summer.  Wood  has 
to  be  used  for  fuel  there  and  it  requires  great  care  to  maintain 
heat  in  cold  weather.  The  old  water  closets  should  be  re- 
moved from  the  back  of  the  grammar  school  and  doors  made 
so  that  the  scholars  can  reach  the  play  grounds  without  going 
across  the  lawn. 
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We  believe  it  will  be  to  the  best  interests  for  the  health  of 
the  scholars  and  teachers  at  the  Corner  Primaries  to  close  the 
public  dumping  grounds  there  and  cover  the  surface  with 
gravel  and  soil.  Miss  Mitchell's  school  has  been  closed  once 
and  Miss  Brown's  twice  this  year  on  account  of  diphtheria. 
As  there  is  a  possibility  of  the  contagion  coming  from  in- 
fected waste,  we  believe  every  precaution  possible  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  any  scholar  from  taking  disease.  The  Board 
of  Health  have  been  prompt  to  act  and  have  disinfected  every 
schoolhouse  and  all  books  where  there  seemed  to  be  any 
danger  from  contagious  disease.  In  the  winter  term  of  1904 
three  assistant  teachers  were  hired,  which  have  been  continued 
through  the  present  year.  This  has  increased  the  common 
school  expenses  this  year  about  $200.00. 

Therefore,  estimating  the  cost  of  the  schools  for  the  next 
year  on  the  same  basis  as  the  past,  we  would  recommend  that 
the  following  sums  be  appropriated  for  our  schools  the  coming 
year.
